Oliver of New York Says 

Prohibition Has Become

stead Law “Tyranny.”

WASHINGTON, March 26,—The 
sobriety of members of Congress 
was discussed concurrently, and 
from different viewpoints, by mem- 
bers of the Houee and by prohiy- 
tion enforcement officers of the 
District of Columbia. 

While on the floor debate was 
centering yesterday around the re- 
ported remarks of Pr. Clarence 
True Wilson on drinking among 
Congressmen, the local prohibition 
officials ‘were announcing they 
meant to go the limit in discovering 
the intended ult{mate consignee of 
six quarts of liquor found Satur- 
day night in a_ corridor of the 
House office building. 

The threat of the prohibition of- 
ficers apparently aroused but pass- 
ing interest among the representa- 
tives, although the alleged purvey- 
or of the six bottles was taken intu 
custody early in the day and re- 
leased on bond after questioning. 
The incident was not even men- 
tioned in the daily round of prohi- 
bition debate.

Representative Rankin (Dem.), 
Mississippi, opened the discussion 
with a speech saying he was sorry
